THE LONG CREEK FATALITY. 


Inquests on the Bodies of Stone 


and Hlnes—The Horses. 


This forenoon after some delay Coroner 


Bendure at the Perl place resumed the 
inquest on the body of George A. Stone, 
of Galesburg, who with James Bines, of 
Greensburg, Ind., were instantly killed 
Thursday afternoon near Long Creek in 
the rear-end collision on the I., D. & W. 
road. The delay was caused by the non- 
arrival of the railway officials and the 
members of the freight trr.in crews. R. 
B. Pierce, of Indianapolis, the managing 
trustee for the road, Supt. Boyd, were 
present, with Agent Dorwin, the en- 
gineers, firemen, conductors and brake- 
men. The train men testified to Enb- 
stantially the earne stories already re- 
lated in these columns. The fact that 
the train of 21 loads had backed up to 
make the grade was admitted, and the 
evidence was elaborate on the point that 
the accident occurred in the midst of a 
driving rain storm, the wind blowing n 
hurricane. 
Brakeman 
Bowman said 


when his train backed up he ran back 
with a ilsg half a quarter to a quarter of 
a mile to flag the extra train of 10 loads, 
which was running at about 12 miles an 
hour when he met it. He thought the 
engineer saw him through the rain nnd 
that an effort was 'made to stop the train. 
He said the accidenj. could not have 
occurred if it had not been raining so 
hard, The rain made it difficult to see 
very far ahead. The trains started out 
50 minutes apart. There is no denial of 
the results of the accident. The testi- 
mony of the other witnesses gave the 
same state of facts varied slightly. 


THE VERDICT. 


The verdict of the jury in the Stone 


case wasrendertL at 2:30 p. m. to-day, 
It was that he came to his death by acci- 
dent in the collision daring the severe 
wind and rain storm, and further that be- 
cause of the rain and wind the train men 
are not to blame. 


Yesterday 
afternoon 
the 
Coroner 


selected Ed Leech, B. N. Adams, W. B. 
Newell, J. H. Montgomery, Starr Cool 
and E. S. McCarty to serve as a jury at 
the inquest on the body of Jumes Hines 
and they viewed the remains at Bullard's 
place before they were placed in a coffin 
and expressed to Greeneburg for inter- 
ment. The testimony of Bob Williams, 
the colored hostler, and others will be 
hoard tLie afternoon. A verdict ii the 
Hines case may be reached this evening. 


THE HORSES. 


This morLing Buck Dickereou arrived 


from Greensburg with the I, D. & W. 
officials. It was by his direction that 
Hines was sent home. Mr. Dickerson 
was greatly shocked to learn of the acci- 
dent to his man and horses. Hinos, he 
said, was the only support of a widowed 
mother and brother and what tney will 
do now he wao unable to tell. He knew 
nothing about Stone. He had no con- 
nection with his stock or men, and was 
killed in the caboose. Bob Williams said 
he didn't know that Stone was on the 
train nnd had not talked with him. 


Mr. Dicker&on found his horses. Heal- 


it;/ and Tyro, at the Brenneman & Watt 
stables. As yet they are in charge of 
the I., D. \- W. company, who undertook 
to deliver them safely nt tbeir destina- 
tion. Mr. Dickorson believts that Kent- 
ity is seriously hurt. He doesn't think 
she will trot again this season and may 
never be able to do so. He added that if 
the I., D. & W. company is responsible 
the road will be compelled to pny full 
damages.
